HERE are many suitable places, many moods in 
which to essay the delightful task, if task it 
should at any time be called ; but there is one 
essential to perfect enjoyment, and that is that 

every man be independent of former collectors, become 
in fact his own Hakluyt. me 

Perhaps to most town dwellers the ideal conditions 
are a chimney corner and the sound of rain against 
the window panes. The particular choice of the moment 
then becomes, in Leigh Hunt's phrase, “A Book for a 
Chimney Corner,” and in Smith’s, “A Book for a 
Rainy Day.” 

Then whether the book be one of hairbreadth escapes, 
and adventures by flood and field, or the quieter 
ruminative record of simple tramps in adjoining 
counties, there is the opportunity of testing the converse 
of the poet’s “ sorrow’s crown of sorrows.” What more 
perfect conditions for remembering toil and discomfort, 
peril and privation, whether of one’s own enduring or 
vicarious, than the warmth and glow of a cheerful fire- 
side, with a half-heard accompaniment that shall suggest 
the uncompromising impartiality of the elements, from 
which the friendly shelter of one’s inn or one’s home 
protects one ? 

As to the qualifications which a book should possess 
before it may be safely admitted to the fellowship of 
our wander-books, each of us must settle them for 
himself. I will wager that if you run your eye over 
the shelves on which I keep my own collection, you, if 
you are a true lover of the wander-book, will drop 
across many intimate acquaintances, a few dear friends, 
some volumes that bear somehow the air of persons with 
whom you have an instinctive feeling you would get 
on, and not a few concerning which you would wonder 
what the devil they were doing in that galére. And 
much the same no doubt would be my lot were you to 
accord me the privilege of a ramble round your shelves. 

I suppose that the main thing is that every such book 
must be concerned with doing, the thing which the 
notorious Tomlinson neglected to take account of in his 
scheme of things. It is pleasant to do things in company 
with a man or woman who thinks, whether the thinking 
be a logical process of which each stage is clear to the 
recipient of the thoughts from beginning to end, or 
whether of that more usual type amongst the wander- 
folk, in which the thinker appears to indulge in sudden 
leaps for which no preliminary impetus has been 
gathered by a short rapid run. But if the companion 
be either a non-ruminative man or one who keeps his 
cogitations to himself, he is all right so long as he does 
something, be it only to walk to the bridge across the 
rivulet in the next parish and look over. He is 
probably planning an adventure of much greater im- 
portance about which he will give you an account all in 
his own good time. 

A good title is an excellent thing in the wander-book, 
and it is most often forthcoming. Think for a moment 
of some of the best which are to be gleaned from your 
shelves and mine. There are Walter Whyte’s “ All 
Round the Wrekin,” Stoddart’s “ A Summer Cruise in 
the South Seas,” Knight’s “Cruise of the Falcon,” 
Stevenson’s “ Across the Plains,” North’s “ Recollections 
of 2 Happy Life,” St. Johnstone’s “Camping Among 


Cannibals,” Jefferies’ “ The Life of the Fields,” Hubcrt’s 
“Liberty and a Living” (a too little known American 
book this), Belloc’s “‘ The Path to Rome,” and a hundred 
others which, whether dealing with the gentle meander 
about the lanes and woods of our own land, with the 
slightly more exciting incidents of a Continental tramp, 
or with the “ roughing it” in countries as yet untamed, 
or in seas not yet perfectly charted, speak their call to 
us to share in the adventure even from the unopened 
cover. 

Sometimes we can do our fireside travelling without 
reaching a volume from the shelf, or perhaps, having 
taken one down and opened it, without its guidance. A 
chance word or phrase sets going a train of thought long 
abandoned, and we are back with a stroke of the 
magician’s wand amongst those dear friends with whom 
Ballantyne provided us, or on the deck of one of the 
old wooden walls in the company of the laughing, care- 
less naval officers who swarmed in the pages of Marryat, 
or silently following a blazed trail with one of the 
heroes of Cooper, Aimard, or Gerstaecker. 

Perhaps in those early days we tasted a joy in ad- 
venture which we could not now attain if suddenly 
allowed to participate in the excitement of a frontier 
war or an antarctic expedition. The boy in Mr. Kenneth 
Grahame’s “Roman Road ” who set out on that swiftly 
abandoned enterprise, probably came nearer, the day he 
met the artist, to the dear City of Dreams, than ever 
when in after life he paced the streets of the Eternal 
City itself. 

Though the spirit of the men of whom Hakluyt 
collected the records has not departed from amongst us, 
though still men go forth to challenge dangers un- 
dreamt of in the “ spacious days,” to subdue to their will 
lands then unknown, with the more part of us English- 
men it has become a necessity that we should be stay-at- 
home travellers, to adopt the phrase of Isaac Taylor 
from one of his innumerable books for children. The 
facilities for travel have increased, but the exigencies of 
modern business life demand that our journeys shall 
never be too far extended, lest we get out of touch with 
the point which is to us the centre of things. And so 
the ‘‘ week-end ” journey has become an institution, and 
swiftly, to meet the needs of the case, has sprung up a 
literature of Travels in England. Where formerly we 
voyaged to the Levant, and in the company of Doctor 
Schliemann hung breathless whilst his workers un- 
earthed the Pelasgic masonry of the city of Tiryns, or 
watched the modern successors of the captive Hebrew 
disencumber from the sand-accretions of centuries the 
statue of some “ Ozymandias, King of Kings,” to-day we 
watch the uncovering of the foundations of some abbey 
founded no further back than the days of the Planta- 
genets, resent the surrounding of the giant remains of 
Stonehenge with barbed wire, or examine the latest 
recoveries from the Roman city of Silchester. They are 
all within an easy train journey, and if unable to visit 
them when we would like, there are excellent accounts 
of all that has been or is being done, coming from the 
press month by month. And so by speculative wander- 
ings in the remote past we can appease our hunger for 
adventure, and although the Peak in Darien is for- 
bidden us, we may still indulge the “ wild surmise.” 

So may it be until: 

“ Home is the sailor, home from sea, 
And the hunter is home from the hill.’’

HE novel-reader may be said to be a much- 

} travelled person—fictionally speaking. Con- 

sider how many places he can visit in the course 

of a year! With how many new countries he 

may have a reading acquaintance! A man (or woman) 

may well reply to a question which asks if he knows a 

certain spot on the world’s surface, “ Yes,” forgetting 

for the moment that he has never seen it in the flesh, 
only with the eyes of the spirit.

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It is so easy, too, this journeying by novel, so much 
less fatiguing and expensive than ordinary travel. It 
is possible to visit places many leagues removed in a 
single week without the worry of catching trains or 
packing luggage. In fact, this form of travel eliminates 
distance—we can be in Klondike in the morning, 
London in the afternoon and Japan in the evening. 
We can spend a day tramping on the Scottish moors 
while our bodies remain stationary in a comfortable 
armchair, we can jingle through the streets of frozen 


St. Petersburg while reclining in a hammock under a 
shady tree. Truly a novel-reader can never be called a 
“ stay-at-home ”—few have such a wide and varied 
knowledge of the world. 

Who is there that does not feel he has been to Klon- 
dike after reading “The Magnetic North”? It is an 
exceedingly troublesome and arduous journey by water 
and land, its hardships would daunt the hardiest. 
Why should we go and chance a disfiguring frost-bite or 

chilled feet? Why? Miss Eliza- 
beth Robins has been there, and 
now we can go as often as we like— 
in a fictional manner. Perhaps if 
we really went we should fail to 
detect the romance that Miss Robins 
and Mr. Jack London found there, 
our imagination might freeze to- 
gether with our finger-tips. Who 
of us does not want to visit Russia 
and catch a glimpse of the Russian 
as he is at home? All we have to 
do is to walk into the nearest book- 
shop and buy “ Olive Latham,” and 
after a few preliminary chapters, a 
sort of mental packing up, we are in 
St. Petersburg. The novel of the 
frontier war line has not yet been 
written, but undoubtedly it will be. 

We might almost rearrange our 
bookshelves were we so minded. 
Instead of a solid block of red, re- 
presenting Kipling, or a collection 
of green backs, representing Dickens, 
we might arrange them according to 
their topography. The “ Inter- 
loper” would rub shoulders with 
Scott, the ‘‘ American Prisoner ” 
with Fenimore Cooper, “ Shirley ” 
with “Through Sorrow’s Gate.” If 
I have a fancy to revisit Japan, I 
simply take one of the volumes in 
the left-hand corner of the top 
shelf; if I wish to refresh my 
memory of New York I select one of 
the books on the right-hand side. 
Thus I have a season ticket to any 
and every country available at any 
time I choose. 

Does this not solve the question 
of holidays? We spend so much 
time trying to select the best 
possible place for the longest 
possible space of time. We discuss 
the rival merits of so many places; 

collect the opinions of our 
friends ; we read various delightful 
descriptions in guide books. Why? It is quite simple. 
We have no need to stir from our library ; we are where 
we wish to be. Riigen, according to a popular 
author, is a delightful summer resort. As we turn 
the pages we revel in golden sunshine, we hear the wash 
of the sea on the yellow beach. We can even swim in 
the cool glad water, and have our breakfast out in the 
open overlooking a glorious panorama of sea and sky. 
Does not this suffice on a hot exhausting day in town ? 
Or if you will travel by train instead of novel—the 









train is much more fatiguing and dusty—select your 
novels to agree with the scenery. I remember. once 
while visiting Oxford I picked up a book off the table 
by chance and ensconcing myself in the old-fashioned 
window seat I commenced the first chapter. It was, if 
I remember rightly, ‘‘The Splendid Spur” by Q. My

THE GOD IN THE GARDEN. By Keble Howard, 
(Chapman & Hall, 6s.) How refreshing is “The God in 
the Garden”’ after a course of morbidly introspective or 
unwholesome society novels! A perusal of the latter in large

interest, which- was of the slightest, was piqued and 
quickened on discovering that the opening treats of an 
old bowling green long since built over, which, had 
it still existed, would have been spread before the open 
window at which I sat. Now whenever I see “ The 
Splendid Spur” I see the old window seat at Oxford 
and the incomparable spires beyond tapering upwards. 

This suggests another aspect of the topographical 
novel—the commercial side. How can we be sure that 
the railway company did not enter into a conspiracy 
with Mr. Barrie to exploit Thrums? Is it possible that 
an enterprising builder of Notting Hill approached 
Mr. Gilbert Chesterton and suggested a mutual arrange- 
ment? Is there an adroit advertisement concealed in 
the pages of “Elizabeth in Riigen”? The railway 
companies running, say, to Edinburgh might offer the 
inducement of a novel by Stevenson or Scott to every 
first-class passenger. Or an enterprising hotel in Wales 
might advertise ‘‘‘Aylwin’ supplied free of charge.” 
The scheme has endless possibilities. 

Soon our novelists will find themselves approached by 
various intrepid advertisers with a view to writing a 
guide book in the form of a novel. The novelists will 
be offered a month’s holiday in the beautiful town of 
A—— with first-class accommodation at the best hotel 
and a substantial cheque besides, or may be payment 
will depend on results. 

London is well to the fore with this form of adver- 
tisement. We have published every year numerous 
books dealing with different aspects and parts of the 
great metropolis. “Unto Each Man His Own” ex- 
ploits Hackney and Maida Vale, “ Toy Gods” treats of 
the Edgware Road, “ The Little White Bird ”’ tells all 
about Kensington Gardens, “ Borlase & Son ” deals with 
Camberwell, and “The Hole in the Wall” introduces 
us to London river life below bridge. These are all 
books that might be used to lure the man from America 
or the woman from the country to visit London.

quantities is apt to give the reviewer mental indigestion, a 
symptom of which is the feeling that all is not well with 
the world and that love has died from inanition. But Mr. 
Keble Howard has given us a tonic. After a few minutes’ 
experimenting we feel ourselves reviving and taking a cheer- 
ful outlook on life. And what is more unusual, we are 
really interested in the welfare of the hero afd heroine, 
although we know from the beginning that though Cupid 
may play tricks upon them his intentions are strictly honour- 
able. The story takes place in a little country village 
near Stratford-on-Avon, where live in a house surrounded by 
a beautiful garden Miss Carroway, an eccentrie old maid, 
her churlish gardener, Shakspere, and her niece, Stella. 
Miss Carroway, whom we at first suspect to be the ordinary’ 
old maid of fiction, is delightful. She is worthy of a place 
in any gallery of portraits. Her treatment of the old 
gardener, whom she makes to mow the lawn »vigorously 
whenever her temper is ruffled, her rudeness and plain speak- 
ing to the young curate, and her hatred of the soulful Miss 
Snitterfield, make very amusing reading. Shakspere, the 
gardener, pursued by the widow, Mrs. Box, ‘is another 
delightful creation. We could have welcomed more of his 
company. Occasionally Mr. Howard permits himself to say 
the obvious. This is a pity, when he shows us: how well: 
he can write the unobvious. It is long since we have read 
so bright and charming a book as “ The God in the Garden.”’ 


ANGELO BASTIANI. By Lionel Cust. (Constable, 6s.) 
Opening on the slight but significant sketches which flash 
the waterways of Venice upon the imagination and_ the 
architectural bits which uplift campanile, dome, and. palace- 
facade against that remembered blue, the reader is jarred. 
by the sordid realism of “ Angelo Bastiani.’’ Not.a gleam 
of opalescent colour nor a sense of sea horizons. gives escape 
from the grim fatalism of this human document, . The story 
of this facchino slipping in a moment from the ranks of the 
strong workers on the quay-side to the helplessness of. the. 
disabled, mere driftwood on the tide of chance, is given with 
convincing simplicity. Following Angelo’s disgrazia the 
series Of misfortunes has the inevitability ofa logical 
sequence. Angelo, embittered and brutalised by his impotent 
struggle against fate, is quick to feel jealousy regarding 
his wife Bianca, as brave as she is beautiful.': His un- 
reasoning rage, the blow struck in the dark, the quick con; 
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fession and penitence, are all characteristic of the Italian 
temperament. The dulling effect of the long imprisonment 
upon himself, the devastating influences of the over-weighted 
years upon Bianca and the joyless childhood of the bambini 
are given with relentless touch. Matilde Serao does not 
more effectually take the blue from the Italian sky. The 
book gives little of the comforting faith of these narrow- 
visioned superstitious people. Only at rare intervals does 
the patient Bianca feel the blue robe of the Madonna folded 
about her tired, worn life. The greyness of atmosphere is 
too unalleviated to make “Angelo Bastiani’’ quite true as an 
Italian study or human story. 


LORD AND LADY ASTON. By E. H. Cooper. (Nash, 
6s.) How this author could have made the desperate blunder 
of smudging the originality off the cover of his original and 
witty book by rubbing shoulders with “Lord and Lady 
Algy ’’ one cannot fathom. It is a good book—witty, brilliant, 
full of delightful conceits. The vice of gambling throughout 
the nation is scourged by one who treats of horse-racing with 
a keen knowledge and a shrewd eye. There have never been 
better or more thrilling descriptions of races. Not the least 
of his deftnesses is the author’s swordplay with epigram : 
the description of sporting literature and journalism as being 
“that which deals with a subject utterly contemptible in a 
style which is beneath contempt ”’ is distinctly happy. Yet 
how will all this scourging check the national vice, when 
the magistrate sits in judgment on the poor gambler whilst 
his morning paper lies upon his own table filled with the 
“odds,’’ which are the end of racing? 


THE PERADVENTURES OF PRIVATE PAGETT. 
By Major W. P. Drury. (Chapman & Hall, 3s. 6d.) Major 
Drury has quite a happy facility in writing the humorous 
short sketch—it is rather the sketch than the short story. 
And he has written a series of such impressions round about 
the vulgar, lying, bragging, grog-drinking landlord of the 
“Coach and Horses,’’ who was once a private of Marines, 
that are never dull, never lacking in rollicking humour, and 
never tedious. Mr. Arthur Rackham’s illustrations, by the 
way, are excellent. 

THE LADY IN SABLES, by G. W. Appleton (Chatto & 
Windus, 6s.), is a breathless detective story. There are 
faults. There is unconscious humour on occasion, such as 
in the statement that some one has an “ unimpeachable 
American accent.’’ But no doctor of any education says 
‘without I am satisfied’’; and it does not strengthen his 
degree to assert that “ he assents to his proposition ’”? when he 
simply says “yes.’’ Indeed, the stilted converse between 
friends reaches almost to the gentility of a City man who was 
once overheard at a hotel saying “I fear there will be a 
fundamental alteration in the attitude of nature this after- 
noon owing to the increased ’umidity of the hatmosphere.”’ 
The doctor’s sister says ‘‘ Whatever is the matter?’’ when 
agitated; but then, her housekeeping made her “mix with 
the cook’’; and it is perhaps for this reason that in the 
book no one ever “ gives ’’ but always “ urges upon our accept- 
ance.’’ Nevertheless, here is a hurrying, rapid, galloping, 
leaping breathless story that never gets out of its stride, but 
keeps us panting at the heels of clues until we fall over The 
End. 


THE RED-KEGGERS. By Eugene Thwing. (Hodder & 
Stoughton, 6s.) Here is a book that breathes the very air of 
the great lumber regions of Michigan, where the rough youth 
of the pioneer brood spend part of their life reclaiming land 
from the forest to the plough, and part of their life at 
college. The “breaking of the rollway”’ is finely told; and 
the tale of life and manners rings strong and true. Amidst 
the fight of man to reclaim the waste places of the earth to 
rich fruition comes the story of the reclaiming to manhood 
of a brutal and rude character which has touched the hem of 
the garment of a great crime. 


THE ANTIPODEANS. By Mayne Lindsay. (Arnold, 
6s.) We walk in this book amidst the atmosphere of 
Australia; and that atmosphere is conjured up for us with 
no mean skill, in spite of forced imagery, as when our author 
speaks of breezes “ singing into the ears of blue-gums’’—a 
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not very happy statement. But the story is not so interesting 
as the atmosphere. 


THE ROMANCE OF A LONELY WOMAN. By C. E. 
Playne. (Unwin, 6s.) This is a study in consumption. It 
is a melancholy business, where even musicians cannot eat 
good honest food, but “ partake of refreshments ”’ ; and other 
banalities walk ghoul-like with this miserable disease. We 
must protest, too, on behalf of France—surely our author 
must have come upon strange hotels in France to condemn 
her early morning coffee and rolls! 


ISABEL BRODRICK. By Alice Jones. (Lane, 6s.) The 
story begins in Nova Scotia and Boston; but its reception 
here will not be a sop to calm the outraged feelings of such 
Americans as feel indignant that American literary genius 
is boycotted in this land. Miss Jones’ story, although quite 
up to the average novel of the day, shows no particular 
strength, tells no particularly good or new story, and sees 
life with no particularly individual vision. 

GARMISCATH. By J. Storer Clouston. (Blackwood, 
6s.) The story is well told, if somewhat tedious. The form 
is scholarly, if somewhat analytical. There is good local 
colour, and the Orkneys live in their wind-swept, gull- 
haunted, elemental strife with the rough forces of nature. 
But there is a precision, a carefulness, an academic in- 
capacity to let the emotions sing that mar the strength of 
what is at best not a very vigorous plot. Yet the characters 
are well drawn, if not too original ; and the feeling of enerva- 
tion on shutting the book is difficult to define. 


Guide Books 


Guide books are rarely literature, more’s the pity, for there 
is no reason why they should not be so, as is proved by some 
of those now being issued by Macmillan, Methuen, Dent, 
and others. Guide books need not be dry-as-dust compila- 
tions of more or less useful, more or less accurate informa- 
tion; topography may be written by the pen of an artist 
as well as—better than—by the pen of the journeyman. But 
even at their worst guide books have a charm; they stir 
desires and memories. Can anything new be said of 
STRATFORD-ON-AVON? Possibly not, but old wine can 
be poured into new bottles, and Mr. H. W. Tompkins has 
written for Messrs. Dent (The Temple Topographies, 1s. 6d. 
net) a pleasant little volume, which Mr. E. H. New has 
adorned with characteristic illustrations; but is there any 
proof that Shakespeare was educated at the Grammar 
School, and is not the account of his death based on mere 
gossip? The authenticity of the likeness of the bust in the 
church to Shakespeare has been very strongly disputed. 
—THE QUANTOCK HILLS (Homeland Handbooks, 
2s. 6d. net), by Miss Beatrice F. Cresswell, is a model 
guide book, which draws attention to a charming 
district too little known. The .illustrations are admirable 
and plentiful. Messrs. Cornish’s STRANGER’S GUIDE 
THROUGH BIRMINGHAM (6d. net) is handy, well 
illustrated, and cheap. “THE QUEEN’ NEWSPAPER 
BOOK OF TRAVEL (2s. 6d.) contains a vast amount of 
practical information. THE SEASIDE AND INLAND 
A B C (Wentworth Publishing Company, 1s. net) conveys 
information in what may be called “ tabloid ’’ form.
